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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments after having been fully 
considered are not persuasive. In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 
F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986), As set forth in the rejection of 
record. White discloses a VOD system/architecture which facilitates video playback operations based on commands set from the user to 
the headend. These operations clearly include the particular ouput of multiple portions of a video both priot to and subseqeunt to the 
various playback commands. The reference is simply silent with respect to 'bookmarking' as claimed. The Lewis reference clearly 
discloses the particular 'bookmarking' operation as claimed and explicitly teaches that its teachings are applicable to any digital video 
apparatus. The White VOD server is clearly a type of digital video playback apparatus and the interactive distribution art is a predictable 
art such that one would have a resonable chance of success in combining the references. Irrespective of complexity, the particular 
knowledge required to perform headend based 'bookmarking' is within the ordinary skill in the art as evidenced by the art of record (ex. 
Budow et al. (US Pat No. 5,625,864), Goode et aL (US Pat No. 6,166,730), etc.). Therefore, taken in combination, employing the 
'bookmarking' teachings of Lewis to the White architecture produces the claimed combination.. 
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
